back his conclusion. In the 140 years 
since the Constitution was written we 
have passed more laws than all the rest 
of the civilized world has done since the 
year one. New laws are being proposed 
at the rate of 25,000 a year. To illustrate 
what this imposes on the average citizen 


working eight hours a day would require 
seven years to read all the laws enacted 
in the last twelve months alone. 
Bureaucracy is the inevitable side 
partner of over-legislation and expen- 
sive bureaus multiply with the plethora 
of laws. Their enforcement becomes an 
ever more hopeless problem and when 
laws are passed and not enforced the ex- 
tremes of polyarchy and anarchy ap- 
proach the meeting point. Legislators 
pat themselves on the back because the 
last session of Congress enacted nearly 
1000 new laws. A session in which no 
new laws are passed and in which 1000 
old ones are repealed would be a truer 
occasion for rejoicing on the part of the 


people. 

Of course, with the increasing com- 
plexities of our modern civilization, ad- 
ditional laws and ordinances are im- 
perative for the adjustment of human 
relationships to changed conditions. Yet 
these changed circumstances at the 
same time render obsolete and unnnec- 
essary an equal number of laws that ap- 
ply to conditions no longer existent.» 

The natural course of procedure would 
be to revise or repeal these outworn 
statutes, recognizing that “the old order 
changes, giving place unto the new.” 
But apparently legislators find little po- 
litical capital is made through cleaning 
up old desks.

ARK KEPPEL 

In the death of Mark Keppel, the 
community has lost a real asset. A na- 
tive son of the Golden West, Californian 
by birth, training and environment, one 
who never turned his back but marched 
breast forward, filled with the strong 
faith and stubborn spirit characteristic 
of western leadership, the man who for 
twenty-six years was the architect of an 
unrivaled educational system in Los 
Angeles county, Mr. Keppel has left be- 
hind him a record that will be his most 
enduring monument.
